PROVEMENT ’ BONDS 
FOR PORT AT MOBILE 


—_—O—- 

Montgomery, Ala., June 9— 
The state of Alabama may is- 
sue $10,000,000 worth of bonds 
for the improvement of Mobile 
port, according to an opinion 
handed down by the Alabama 
Supreme Court Saturday. 

The opinion of the court was 
asked as to the validity of the 
amendment passed last year 
following the declaration last 
January by prominent lawyers 
over the state denying the va- 
lidity of the measure. 

Governor Brandon immedi- 
ately after taking the oath of 
office asked the supreme court 
for a decision on the measure, 
and if it would be legal for the 
state to lend its credit to the 
proposed improvement of Ala- 
bama’s seaport. 

Only five justices answered 
the questions of Gov. Brandon 
regarding the validity of the 
port amendment. Justices A. 
D. Sayre and B. M. Miller de- 
clared that in theis opinion the 
act of the last legislature in 
giving the governor and the 


legislature authority to seek 
opinions from the supreme 


court on matters of law 
unconstitutional. They there- 
fore declined to render any 
opinion upon the port amend- 
ment. z 

The question of legality was 
brought up shortly after the 
second port amendment had 
been declared unconstitutional 
through an error in calling for 
an election uponit. The ques- 
tion over the second amend- 
ment was whether the state 
had the right to issue bonds 
for the work. There was no 
question as to the constitution- 
ality authorizing the work. It 
was a question of where the 
money should come from. 
Some claimed that the work 
could be done only with money 
appropriated by the _ legisla- 
ture and that the constitution 
forbids bonds for the case.

CITIZEN DIED ON LAST W 


News of the death of Mr. F. 
M. Prestwood, one of Coffee 
County’s most prominent citi- 
zens and planters, was received 
here early last Thursday morn- 
ing. The sad news was re- 
ceived with genuine regret by 
his numevous friends here and 
throughout this section. 

Mr. Prestwood had been in 
ill health for some time, but 
was able to be up and attend- 
ing to business affairs for the 
past few days. He was  at- 
tacked again on Wednesday 
night about nine o’clock and 
died within a few minutes. 

Mr. Prestwood was near 80 
years of age, and was one of 
the most widely known citizens 
of the county, having lived in 
the Northeastern part of the 
county for a long period of 
years. He was a very valua- 
ble citizen, always taking an 
active part in public affairs. 
He was a wealthy planter and 
had accumulated considerable 
property in Coffee 
well as having holdings in 
other places. 

He is survived by his wife, 
six sons: Noah, Henry, Chavlie 
and Andrew Prestwood, of 
Roeton, and Louis Prestwood, 
of Ariton, and George Prest- 
wood of McCollough, Ala.; 
and three daughters: Mrs. J. Z.

COUNTY ROAD WORK 


THINKS ALL OF GASOLINE TAX SHOULD GO TO ROAD 


FUNDS; 


FAVORS TAX ON SOFT DRINKS TO HELP 


IN ROAD BUILDING; PERSONS IN COUNTY LIABLE 
TO ROAD DUTY CAN PAY INSTEAD OF WORKING. 


The following resolutions in 
regard to good roads were 
passed by the Commissioners’ 
Court of Coffee County, at the 
recent session: 

WHERBAS, the question of 
building and maintaining good 
roads is the paramount matter 
now before the people of the 
State of Alabama, and revenue 
is much needed by the State 
and Counties for this work; 
and, ; 

WHEREAS, the Legislature 
of Alabama has made a good 
beginning and should be for- 
ward in the construction and 
up-keep of a system of good 
roads, and can do_ this when 
aided by the counties acting in 
co-operation with the State 
Highway Commsision; and, 

WHEREAS, the County gov- 
ernment has no road funds to 
supplement to any considerable 
extent the gasoline tax now im- 
posed and collected, the State 
Highway Commission has only 
the Automobile Tag Tax: 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, 
by the Court of County Com- 
missioners of Coffee County 


that the Legislature at the ad-]. 


journed session be and is here- 
by memorialized to impose and 
cause to be collected a_ soft 
drink tax of one cent on each 
soft drink sold in the state, to 
be equally divided among the 
several counties of the State. 

Be It Further Resolved that 
the Legislature be and is here- 
by memorialized to provide 
that all of the gasoline tax now 
imposed of two cents a gallon 
on gasoline’ -be-given™-to*the 
good road funds of the State 
and Counties. 


The Court having under 
consideration the matter of 
public roads and highways in 
the County and the best sys- 
tem of working and maintain- 
ing the same, upon motion the 


following resolution was 
adopted by the Court: 
WHEREAS, the Court of 


County Commissioners are de- 
sirous of building good roads 


and keeping the same in good | 


condition for public travel and 
the usual and necessary traffic ; 
and, 

WHERBAS, the publie roads 
of the County are now in bad 
condition generally and need 
to be worked during the sum- 
mer and placed in good condi- 
tion for the removal of the 
crops this fall; and 

WHEREAS, the Court of 
County Commissioners wish to 
aid overseers and persons lia- 
ble to road duty by the expen- 
diture of available funds for 
such work and to provide tools 
and other necessary road build 
ing equipment; 

Therefore Be It Resolved by 
the Court at this adjourned 
ferm of the Court that all per- 
sons liable for road duty in the 
several precincts of the County 
of Coffee may pay a money 
compensation in the sum of 
one dollar for each day he is 
liable for such road duty, 
which will be accepted by the 
Court of County Commissioners 
in lieu of the labor required by 
law upon the publie roads, pro- 
vided the same is paid by Aug- 
ust 1, 1928, for the present 
year; and provided that cach 
person-so liable for the rest of 
1928, and he must procure 
from the overseer a certificate 
showing how many days and 
fraction of days he has already 
worked upon the public roads 
since January 1,1928, and a 
weney compensation will be 
accepted for the nemalnday of 
the ten dé ysowhich 1e has not 
worked, 

Resolved further by the 
Court that on and after July 1, 
1928, each person so liable for 
voad duty may pay to the Pro- 
pate Judge of Coffee the said 
per eapita road tax for whieh 


the Judge of Probate, as Act- 
ing Treasurer of the County 
Shall give a receipt showing 
the amount paid and the num- 
ber of days already worked 
and showing the beat or pre- 
cinet in which the same is paid, 

Resolved further by the 
Court that the per capita road 
tax so paid and collected shall 
be used in the beat or precinct 
where the person so paying 
was liable for road duty and 
shall be appropriated exclu- 
sively for the maintenance or 
improvement of the public 
roads of such beat or precinct 
and shall not be used  else- 
where. 

Resolved further by the 
Court that all apportioners and 
overseers shall be continued in 
office and retained and all per- 
sons liable for road duty who 
do not pay by August 1, 19238, 
shall be required to work their 
full ten days during the year 
of 1923, that is, the remainder 
of the time for which they are 
liable for 1923, and shall be 
required to work as heretofore 
when warned to do so. 
Resolved further by the 
Court that the Judge of Pro- 
bate shall keep a record by 
beats or precincts of all mon- 
eys collected in the County 
from persons liable to work 
upon the public roads and shall 
make report to the Court by 
August 15th, 1923. 

Resolved further by the 
Court that the Court of County 
Commissioners shall have the 
general supervision of the road 
work and the expenditure of 
the per capita tax in the sey- 
eral beats or precincts of the 
County, and each Commission- 
er shall have by himself or 
through the overseer or other 
person the immediate  super- 
vision of such work in his Dis- 
trict as the agent of the Court, 
but subject at all times to the 
approval of the Court. And 
provided that roads may be 


worked, maintained or im- 
proved by contract. 
Resolved further by the 


Court that the Judge of Pro- 
bate is hereby authorized and 
directed to purchase for the 
County and for the use of the 
Court in the road work a reas- 
onable supply of road tools and 
road equipment, and to make 
adequate provision for the 
work of the County mules up- 
on the roads during the sum- 
mer months and after July 15, 
1923, when rental contracts 
will expire, and to this end the 
Judge of Probate shall act as 
the agent of the Court.
